First^ with returtucc to tbo 
securing of tbo services of strangcrii, who 'are 
n'<<<>^l to loavo honta and'aettle iu this Pro.< 
vince. Speatting generally we can Eoarcely 
hope..tbua. to seeur« an abundant , enpply of 
first Class men ; for thoso mun guuernlly pro- 
'fer repiainlBg at homo, other tbUga being 
nearly equal, or learo only by ofTeriog them 
greater indaoemeots tbaa young prOviD<) 
cea can niually olfor. Bealdes, such men can 
scaroply bo expootad to take bo deep and ia- 
telligont an intoreiil in tbo proaporiiy of tbe 
country as tho ebildrea of the aoil would 
naturally take ia i.ts wolfaro. Of courao thure 
mo Q.\ceptiouj to ovury gaunral rule and the 
history of this I'raviaco shows that ovan in 
new counlrioB gentlemen aro found in each 
profession, who would maintain their own in 
any country and ndorn their positioa in aay 
li\Qil. This, howflvor, ij partly the reanlt of 
its paat peculiar history, and wo oaunot satoly 
nredicato a uonliuuaiion ef ihe aame in tho 
figure,' ., 

As to sandiag the yoaag mea ef the Pro-, 
vluoe abroad to he educated ;.that also is sur- 
rounded with many disadraatagesj aame 
of which may ba brieQy iUted. It would in- 
volvQ a groat sacrifice uvea to such as could 
afford to acud '.l:t,m. A protracted absence 
from liumo and i'?. u-.sociitiona during tha 
critical and i '..i or-.-. U.ra period whan young 
men cuter college i3 frnujjht with many dis. 
rtdviiutiifjes and dnngcrs. liut witli all 
its disiidviintugoa BtiU II ia u luxury compara 
lively few can iH'ord. U inipllHa the possession 
of a certain amount of moneyj-xhich, unfortuui 
ately tdl do not posacae. For however great the 
talent and noble the ambition of the compara- 
tively poor^ auc'e an oducaiion would be im- 
possible, simply bec.uiaa ihny could not afford 
to leave homo and pay largely for their edu- 
cation, Andjotaurely ilia for tbo general 
iulcreat of every couulry, thai talent, where, 
aver lound, would hare an opportuuily ol 
rising to its inio position. 

There is iudeeil one wny in which yoang 
oountriea have endeavored, with laudable zoul, 
it muiil bu confessed, to foruiBh aud equip their 
own literary moa. UilFerent braiicliea of tho 
Ohrislimi Churoii have huiU llioir Callej^ea, cho- 
sen lb uirprofesi or3,and Bent forth their a ludenia 
VViih much oucigy and liberality they camo 
forward to tho work ol higher EduoatioB— 
but Irom the very naturo of the case their 
efforla hare beaa comparative failurea and 
not snoh uB tvould warrant this yanDg<>8t 
Province o! tha DjmlBioD wilfully to copy 
Iheir example. We etnnot help regardiog 
snob colleges as groat roietakaa where a Prok 
vinoial (Jniverbiiy is al alt poasibJei For 
why ahotild the rotonrces of a eonilry bo 
btokon up and divided where all are unitedly 
Qooe^^ary lo luitber iin highe->l Inleraaia ? 
VVliy in tha nemo of oominon BQn&a aboald 
uol youut^ m;r- of every danominaiiun fit on 
tho Himo loina, read togdhet Homer acd 
Llorace, and mi igis soriilly iagolber within 
tbe samd University couiisaad halls 7 Whit 
ban malh6[.:]atio3 aud logis to do with spe- 
oialdoimfta ol the Christian churcb er spe- 
cial ayaioiiis of ooclotiiBaliosI polity ? Nny, 
would it nut ralDor conlrihuiu lo tboir train- 
ing to b<ivo tbum thus mix and minge to- 
gether ?
